Mr. Giovanni Fuseo, an intelligent Italian 


esiding on Bath street, some months ago 
as instrumental in forming a society of his 
ountrymen in Bristol.

Who 'Will do w Much For Brlrtolr 
This question has been suggested by an 
em which appeared in the papers about 
liree weeks ago, stating that by the will of 
lorris L. Fell, late of Philadelphia, the 
um of thirty thousand dollars had been 
cqueathed to Henry Lear and Hugh B. 
ostburn in trust for the purpose of establish- 


ing a Free Library at Doylestown. Of this 
fund eight thousand dollars is to be applied 
to building purposes, the balance of the 
bequest to be used for the purchase of books 


d the maintenance of the library. This 


mean» practipajly (,h»f fte Trustees will b« 
able to purchase at least four thousand bpp-kg 
to start their collection and haye ft balance 
for investment sufficient to produce an in- 
come of nearly or quite nine hundred dollars 
per annum for additions and for running 
expenses.

LETTER FROM BERMUDA. 


HAMILTON, BEBMCDA, Jan. 8, 1895. 


I imagine most Americans are like oui- 


sclves until we get hero and know Bermuda 
better through her potatoes and onions that 
in any other way, and-have a laudable curi- 
usity to tasie theso on their native soil 
see how they grow. The farming is inter- 
esting. To begin with, tkeie are no farms 
at all as we think of farms. The arable lancj 
is found in valleys and pockets between the 
hills. These are numerous, but mostly «mall 
and of very irregular shape. The fields, if I 
may call them so, that we have seen in cul- 
tivation run from half an acre to not over 
three or four acres, the large ones being few 
and far between. The soil is dark red brown 
in color, varied in some localities with black- 
ish and lighter umber brown. It is said to 
vary in depth from a foot to a"'fo6£°an4 a 
jalf, and is, I suppose, tiie vegetable mould 
and pulverized limestone washed down from 
the hills. Pick it up and sqneeze it, it does 
not stain and scarcely soils the hands and is 
so free from clay that it does not stick to- 
gether even when wet. Drainage is unnec- 
essary. Little pockets that would be frog 
ponds with us are first-class ground here. 
Occasionally, where the soil runs up a hill- 
side, there will be a trench at the high pai 
to catch and turn the water and keep it from 
washing out the crop? but in most cases there 
is not even an attempt at surface drainage 
so quickly does the rain penetrate Ihe soi 
that it seems to be about as easy for the 
drops to go all the way through as to rol 
over the surface to the lowest point. A very 
large amount of the planting and farming is

done by Portugese, who are quite numerous 
out in the parishes, and who devote them- 
elsves exclusively to agriculture. 
The land 


is plowed by horse power, but that is the 
^nd of it^alt else is by hand. Onion seed 
comes in bottles, on"accounT"6f" the Samp- 
ness, and when they sow out' a bottle they 
stick it bottom up in the row to mark how 
far the seed went. We at first thought that 
onion planting must be as hilarious an oper- 
ation as the old-time sheep shearing of barn 
raising in the United States, and we were 
relieved to find the true meaning of the bot- 
tles. They thin out the rows, transplanting 
all they pull out, to-six inches apait each 
way. Potatoes are planted in rows, of course, 
but about eight inches apart. We felt quite 
mortified at our complete failui e to recognize 
our old friend, the potato, and offered cur 
most humble apologies. The vine seems to 
>e darker and stand more upright than with 
us. Take it in your hand, and it is the very 
iuniliar potato. At a little distance, when 
first seen, it is an entire stranger. The lillies 
are planted about the same distance apart as 
he potatoes and look familiar. 


Manure does not seem to play as import- 


ant a part in farming aa'.watli -'.ua. i. TJi 
t, of course, aud get it by throwing sea- 
weed into the barn yards to be tramped by 
he cows and pigs—straw and corn fodder 
leing unknown, and they stimulate their 
ropa with castor pomace and other fertilizers 
mported from the states. But the soil itself 
s more fertile than ours. I think I have 
ead somewhere that a limestone soil is easi- 
y revivified by the carbonic acid carried in 


>y the rain water. This may partly explain 
he matter, and I suppose the numerous 
aves and the honey-combed condition of the 
sland are also explained by the combina- 
ion of rain water and limestone rock, just 


the formation of our own Mammoth Cave 


s explained. But I will leave these matters 
o someone who knows more about the sub- 
ect than I do. 


Why Bermuda does not raise many other 
lings is to us an unsolved problem. Straw- 
errfes and other small fruits can be grown 
nd have been, but are not now. Oranges 
ere once a staple crop, now they>r« im-i 
orted. 
Coffee of fine quality is not difficult 


o raise, we are told, but except a few indi- 
iduals for their own private use, nobody 
ries it. A ship-load of cantaloupes would 
mean fabulous wealth put down in New York 
n March. 
Grapes would flourish on many 


hill-side, but they don't get the chance. 
Iven the cedar trees could "be judiciously 
ut, and made into furniture would command 
IB highest of prices, for a more beautiful 
olor and grain and one more easily polished 
s hard to find anywhere else in the world, 
lake it into canes, picture frames, etc., it 
rings a high price from the pocket of the 
.merican tourist. By the way, the tree is 
iot a cedar at all, but juniper, (Juniperus 
termud'e isis being its official name.) It is 
Iso found in the Bahamas and Jamaica, 
•here it is J. Borbadensis. In appearance 
; is much like its brother, the cedar. Few 
would see any difference, and whether it is 


cedar or a juniper would be a good subject 
jr a cguntry debating club. In fact I should 
iot have mentioned juniper at all, except 
mt it makes one seem so learned to split 
mire and fire off Latin names and tell people 
liat they are all wrong! It is said that 
boats built of the wood will last forever, 
The yacht Undine, built of it, is sixty years 
Id, hale and hearty, and the winner of more 
races than any other boat in the island,

Theie are a dozen or more hulks 
scattered around, from a dismasted hull to a 
mlf sunken wreck, the remains of distressed 
sailing vessels that could not be repaired, 
[hey are sold and used for storing coal or 
broken up for firewood. 


As to the weather. We were in Bermuda 


31 days. Of these 18 were fine, 7 were fine 
but interspersed with showers, 6 were wet 
or unsettled. On 14 days no rain at all fell 
during the twenty-four hours. The greatest 
amount of rainfall in one day was O.C8 
inch, 


and the total for the entire time was but 
2.78 inches. 


As to wind. TJie Bermuda observers do 


not give the "force" at stated intervals, but 
the total ''bjOmontal movement of the atmos- 
phere" for^jtwelve hours. 
This movement 


was from 100 tg 850 miles during 22 days, 
from 40£L(o, 5(10 on. 3 days, and leas than 100 
on 6 days. While this is scientifically accu- 
rate, it is cot :fair to Bermuda since the ob- 
servations are taken on top of one of the 
highest hills. So that while the record shows 
a frequent ^ligh velocity, it may be to the 
dwellers in the valleys and the visitors not 
more than a breeze. Breezy, however, it 
always was, there being but three days that 
could be called calm. 


As to temperature. It is, as I have said,

have a common center; and in 


New York the lin es necessarily come together 
toward the lower end of Manhattan island;

Governor Hastings Is expected to sand to 
the senate during tho week a number of Im- 
portant nominations. At the close of tho 
(tension of the senate on Wednesday a tes- 
timonial In the shape of B magnificent 
•olid gilrer service, valued ot fl.OOO, will bo 
presented to ex-Lieutenant Governor Wat- 
nc, of Scranton, by his colleagues during 
tho tour years bo served as its presiding of- 
ficer. The presentation speech will be 
made by Senator MoCarreU, of this city. 
Beginning tomorrow the honse commit- 
tee on ways and means will give hearings 
on the now revenue bill formulated by 
the state tax conference. 


The bill providing for the publication ot 


85,000 copies of the famous "Bird Book" 
will be signed tomorrow by the presiding 
officers of the house and senate and then 
messaged to the governor for hlg action. 
A similar bill was vetoed two years ago by 
Governor Pattlson on tho ground that the 
book was unnecessary and should not be 
printed at tho expense of the state. The 
committee to Investigate tho stato Institu- 
tions under the Fount resolutlonjto ascer- 
tain how many of their inmates arc aliens 
will also be announced during tho week. 
The gossip ot tho capital is that a resolu- 
tion will bo offered in the senate tomor- 
row by Senator Kennedy, of Allegheny, or 
§ome other friend of Senator Quay for a 
committee to Investigate the municipal 
affairs of Philadelphia. 


Governor Huntings' Three Vetoes. 


Governor Hastings set a wholesome ex- 


ample for the legislature during tho roooss 
by vetoing throo bills, two of which created 
additional law judges, one in Washington 
and the other in Westmoreland county. 
The third MIL to fall uudo* tho governor's 
veto ax relates to certain decrees of tho 
registers of wills and of courts on appeal 
from the decrees of registers. The effect 
of this bill, If permitted to become a law, 
wonld ba to make the decree of the regis- 
ter refusing to admit a will to probate 
final and conclusive upon all parties claim- 
Ing undor the will If unappealed from.and 
If appeal is taken from such decree, then 
thedeorneot the orphans' court is made 
final and conclusive. As to the othar bills 
the governor says to allow them to become 
laws would in effect be permitting special 
legislation and render nugatory the man- 
date of the constitution regarding appor- 
tionment. He is satisfied, though, that 
the legislature will fairly consider and re- 
lieve tho special needs of all the judicial 
district*. 


The final reception of the season will be

833,000. The length of its Hue8 a 78 miles, 
It has called upon its shareholder* for more 
money, and will extend its trolley system. 
Joha Lowber Welsh, a receiver of the Read- 
ing railroad, and well-known in financial 
affairs, is interested in this company. 


The third operating company is the Elec- 


tric Traction, representing » bonded and 
stock investment of $13,680,000. 
It oper- 


ates 120 miles of road and a system of tran- 
fers by whkih paswngere for one far* (five 
cents) may pass from an? line of this com- 
pany to an intersecting line of the People's 
Company, practically making one system of 
the two roads, so far as the public is con- 
cerned. The combined mileage of the Peo- 
ples' and Electric Traction Companies is 198 
miles, (living strong competition to the Phil- 
adelphia Traction Company. 


The fourth system is known as the Hcston-' 


ville. It operates 24 miles of railway and 
has on invested capital, including $1,260,000 
of bonds, of $3,749,000.

Considering the power of these companies 


U is not strange that they exert on influence 
over Councilmen. They have not only plen- 
ty of money, but it is within their power to 
give employment to hundreds of constitu- 
ents of Councilmen who hound them to find 
for them places where they can earn a liv- 
ing.

Tho fact that 
the ardent followers of Senator Penrose 
turned in manfully for the Republican 
ticket does not mean that they have for- 
given the men who so ruthlessly nipped 
Penroso's mayoralty aspirations. 
They 


are waiting to hoar from Magistrate Dur- 
ham, 
their acknowledged leader, and they 


admit that thoy aro ready and willing to 
engage In a battle for supremacy In tho 
party organization, but at tho same time 
say that the battle must be fought within 
the party lines. 


Opposing the Connty of Quay. 


The members of the board of trade of 


Wilkesbarre held a mooting Saturday to 
complete plans for fighting the proposed 
division of Luzerne county to form the 
county of Quay, and It was decided to send 
a largo delegation of citizens to this city 
next Wednesday to appear before tho house 
committee on new counties. 


There was a general discussion on the 


arguments on the county division. One of 
the chief Is tho fact that of the 7,000 tax- 
obles In Hazle only about 700 ore owners 
of property, and In Foster only about 450 
out of S.dOO. The lands In both townships 
are hold principally for mining purposes, 
and ore otherwise valueless. The assess- 
ment of all the lands In Hazle Is consider- 
ably short of $1,000,000, and $875,000 of this 
Is returned against the owners of the min- 
erals. The other ownerships are simply 
worklngmen's homes, some 600 odd In 
number, covering all told only about 175 
acres of the 80,000 In the township, and 
their aggregate taxable valuation barely 
reaches $80,000, an average of about 1116 
to each stockholder. 


In Foster tho situation Is similar. Tho 


mineral Interests own the great bulk of 
the lands, with scattered holdings obout 
collieries for the unpretentious dwellings 
of the miners and laborers. The exact 
figures for 1894 are: Taxables, 2,840; real 
estate owners, 468: occur>atlon.s,only 1,877; 
exonerations, 1,158. Tho resident property 
holders in these two townships only num- 
ber aboub one-tenth of the whole number 
of taxables, the other nine-tenths being as- 
sessed on occupations only. This shifts. 
the burden of maintaining the new county 
almost exclusively upon property holders. 


The voters In these two townships, Ha- 


zle and Foster, outnumber the combined 
voting strength In all the agricultural 
township within the new county district, 
both east and west of the Susquehanna, 
counting all tho way round from the far- 
ther end of Buck to the remotest oqniers 
of Falrmount and Lake. And under the 
bill as passed the senate they are empow- 
ered to reach out and take into Hazle any 
or all of these townships. 


Protesting Property Owners. 


The residents and property bwnors there 


are practically remedyless If the bill be- 
comes a law. This la the ground of oppo- 
sition by the protesting property owners, 
who seek help from Wilkesbarre and the

The soldiers' orphans school pOTOtnU- 


•lon Is overwhelmed with applications for 
admission to the schools atHarford, Ches- 
xi Springs an 1 Uniontown. The schools 
ire already overcrowded and tha commis- 
sion ho* on file over 800 applications, all 
of which have been investigated and found 
deserving. There will be no further ad- 
missions, unless tho applicants are abso- 
lutely destitute, before the opening of the 
Industrial school of Scotland.

"Once some year* ago," said Superin- 


tendent H. T. Woodman of the city's 
aquarium at Castle Garden, "I went up 
the west coast of Florida in a sailboat on 
a collecting tour for shells and so on.

and potatoes and lettuco and garden stuff 
generally. His water garden was com 
posed of three patches, each about 50 feel 
square, side by side and titular water, 
close to the shore and each inclosed in a 
palmetto crib, which was, however, only 
one log high, for that was all that was 
needed. He could go out in a skiff at any 
time and catch anything that thero was h 
any of the cribs. 


"In the first patch of the water garden 


he kept hard clams, and he had plenty o 
them. 
Tba second patch he had fixed 


for oysters. He had thrown In shells for 
the oysters to spawn on, and ho had ai 
abundant supply of oysters. The third 
crib he had fixed up for Crustacea. He 
bad thrown in some old stumps here am 
shoved in under sho crib some slabs o 
planks that had drifted ashore to make 
shelter for crawfish, which like to back it 
under things, as the lobster does. He ha< 
in this crib crawfish and crabs. Of conrs 
these could easily have crawled over tb 
single log of the crib U they had wanted 
to, but they didn't want to. They pre 
ferred the shelters in this crib to the sandy 
beaches outside. In fact, the crib was ai 
attraction to any stray crawfish or orab 
that might come that way.
